Alberta’s Ne 
Wonderland 


Despite its heading, this is not 
an article describing the Okotoks 
oil fields. Alberta has several 
wonderlands besides that, The 
greatest of all is the millions of 
acres of prairie which compose the 
biggest part of the Province, 

But the wonderland of which we 
wish to speak at the present time is 
among the lofty mountains which 
form the western boundary of Alberta 
and that region ot the Rockies 
which has been opened up by the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 

There is one beauty of the sun 
and another of the moon, as_ the 
wise man of old said, and so there 
is one beauty of the mountains, 
lakes, and valleys through which 
the main line of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway runs, and another 
of the territory opened up by the 
new railway. Both are equally 
magnificent, but there is a differ- 
ence, not easy explained in words 
but still very striking. The 
meuntains on the Grand Trunk 
road, while quite as tall, are not 
so rugged as those on the lower 
pass, through which the C.P.R, 
runs. The formation is different, 
and there is more verdure ou their 
slopes, probably because the pass is 
more open, and the altitude is lower. 

The Yellowhead Pass, through 
which the Grand Trunk makes. its 
way to the ocean, was the route by 
which the fur traders first forced 
their way westward over the moun- 
tains. On its eastern side runs the 
Athabaska_ River, flowing to the 
Arctic Ocean, and onits western side 
the Fraser, flowing tu the Pacific. 

Since the first explorer passed 
through the Yellowhead, over one 
hundred years ago, the only people 
who have had the opportunity of 
viewing the beauties of the district 
have been those whose business call- 
ed them there in pursuit of the fur- 
bearing animals and those whose 
love of sport and plenty of money 
enabled them to spend their time 
in the solitudes. These were not 
many, and since the survey of the 
railway went over the ground many 
new rivers, lakes, and mountains 
have been discovered and named. 

The pleasures of this wonderland 
of the north have, however, now 
been made possible through the ad-

dealing with fifteen staple articles of 
food, shows that, when the price of 
each of these articles of food is con- 
sidered according to the average con- 
sumption in workingmen's famillea, 
retail prices were on a higher level 
on October 16th, 1913, than at any 
other time during the last twenty- 
three years. Retail prices of food no 
October 15th, 1913, were 70.9 per cen*. 
above the average price for the ten- 
year period, 1890 to 1899; 7.9 per cent. 
above the price on October 15th, 1912, 
and 16.9 per cent. above the price on 
October 15th, 1911 

This bulletin is one of the Bureau's 
regular series on retall prices. It 
shows actual prices for September and 
October, 1918, and September and 
October, 1912, and also summarizes 
retail prices for the period from 1890 
to October, 1913 

Comparing retail prices on October 
15th, 1913, with prices on the same 
date in 1912, thirteen of the fifteen 
articles for which quotations are given 
advanced and two declined in price 
Potatoes advanced 42.3 per cent.;

per cent.; milk advanced 37 per cent.;

As the Underwood Tariff went into 
effect on October 13th, 1918, it was 
operating only twelve days before the 
above statistics were taken; hence !{t 
would be unreasonable to expect mark 
ed results in so short a period. How- 
ever, the pastage of the Act was prac- 
tleally certain for months before it 
was finally approved; yet this certainty 
did not cause prices to be lowered.

CO-OPERATIVE WAGES 


Returns to Workers Very Low in 
England in Their Own Estab- 
lishments 


or otherwise 


According to Professor Swanson, 
In an article on “Productive Co- 
operation,” which has recently ap- 
peared in a Toronto periodical, the 

“Wholesale Societies In the British 

Co-operative Movement in 1910 em- 

ployed about 17,000 productive work- 

ers, paying them £920,000 or $4,- 

600,000 In wages. The Retail so- 
cleties employed 21,000 workers tn 
production, and paid them wages 


to the amount of £1,210,000 or 


$6,050,000. The associated workers, 
with 7.300 productive employes, paid 
£368,000 or $1,840,000 in wages. 


This works out for the three groups 
to £54 4s. or $270, £57 12s., o1 
$285 and £650 8s., or $250 per work- 
er per annum, In the last class the 

worker is also given $7.50 as a 

bonus, making his annual wage 

equal to $258. These averages 
are certainly not in excess of those 
paid by private employers. Social- 
istic aritics are undoubtedly correct 
when they charge the system with 
making poorer returns to the em- 
ploye than does private industry. For 
example, the average earnings of the 
employes of the British railway 
amounted at the same period, to 
which the above figures refer, to 

#265, or $835 per worker.” 

It should be remembered of course 
that these are the wages that prevail 
under Free Trade in Great Britain, 
and while they would seem unjustly 
low toa good Canadian mechanio there 
is no doubt that the relatively higher 
Canadian wages are explained to a 
great extent by the moderate protec- 
tion polley which has prevailed in 
\hisecountry for the last thirty years,

the park one of the playgrounds of 
Near to Jasper lies one 
of the most magnificent lakes in 
the world, Maligne Lake, in moun 
tam scenery of sul passing beauty 
The possibilities of travel for the 
visitor with a pair of good legs, or 
who wishes to avail himself of the 
services of one of the usetul ponies 
which can be hired at a small cost, 
are great. He can travel over the 
trails which have been laid out al- 
ready, or he can make tresh routes 
tor himself where no white man has 
before trodden, 

Some distance further along the 
railway is Mount Robson, the high- 
est mountaln in the Canadian 
Rockies, which towers to a distance 
of over 13,000 feet. It looks every 
inch of its height. When its top 1s 
not obscured by cloud, and the sun 
is shining on its battlemented and 
snowy height, it forms one of the 
most sublime spectacles that caa be 
conceived. Mount Robson’ was 
ascended for the first time last year 
by a small party headed by Guide 
Kahn, a Swiss mountaineer, after 
weeks of hard struggle. S8o00 feet 
above sea level there is a smail] lake 
on a shoulder of the mountain, 
called Berg Lake. It derives its 
name from a glacier at one end of 
it, which is continually detaching 
small icebergs, which float on the 
surface of the lake. There are 
mountains in all directions from 
Robson, all giants, but they are all 
dwarfed by the great height of the 
wonder mountain, The British 
Columbia Government has set aside 
the district of which Mount Robson 
is the centre as a national park, 
and it is one of the greatest heri- 
tages of Canadians

As has been stated earlier in this 
article, up till uow very few people 
have penetrated this wonderland of 
Canada, but it is now open toall by 
the Grand Trunk Pacific Railway. 
To the people of Western Canada, 
it, in conjuction with Banff National 
Park, will remain an eternal play- 
ground and health invigorator 
Alberta is fortunate in mrny in many 
ways in being the nearest province 
to the Eastern ie of the Rockies.

MADE G90D MONEY 
iN MIXED FARMING 


How a Settler Near Prince Albevt 
Has Increased His Capital Twelve 
Times in Six Year> 


“The Canadian Countryman” re 
prints a letter from the “Scottish Far 
mer,” which was written by an old 
countryman who settled in the Prinee 
Albert district in the fall of 1908 with 
about $400 in his possession. 

“I was fortunate enough,” said the 
farmer in question, “to secure a good 
quarter section, and after three years’ 
residence my small capital has in- 
creased to about $5,000 in land, build 
ings, stock, and implements, This is 
just one among a muultitude of other 
successes. 

The country around is virtually a 
poor man's paradise, as the poor man 
is able to become comparatively rich, 
or the rich man richer. If I had pos- 
sessed $2,500 when I came, instead of 
$400, I could have been worth $12,500 
now. 

“What makes this district so de 
sirable for settlers is that it is adapted 
to mixed farming, which is really the 
only kind of farming that can he de- 
pended upon as a permament source 
of revenue. The country’s best adver- 
tUsement is manifested in those who 
sell their holdings at a low price and 
leave here for some imaginary Ely- 
sian flelds «far off that they find are 
only a mirage when they get there, 
The advertising part is seen when 
such people return here and have to 
begin again, bewalling all the time 
their loss through leaving here and 
lamenting their wasted years of toll, 

“There are some people who very 
easily become discouraged and fail. 
The country cannot, of course, please 
that sort of person, and success does 
not awalt anyone who comes to seek 
@ life of ease and luxury. What 
Prince Albert and the surrounding dis- 
trict needs is capitalists to establish 
‘home {ndustries’ and develop the vast 
resources of tue country, and men with 
willing hands and arms to populate 
the outlying regions awaiting thou- 
sands of homemakers.” 

The writer of this letter, Mr. W. W. 
Carter, appreciates the fact that the 
farmers’ best market is the home mar- 
ket. Only by the building up of in- 
dustrial enterprises in convenient 
centres in the West will the Western 
country secure that well-rounded de 
velopment which {s essential to a 
broad measure of success, and which 
will enable it to avoid the problems 
of unemployment which most Western 
communitfes have faced this winter. 

Two or three factories in a town 
can absorb in the winter time most 
of the floating population, which !s 
busy on the farms in the surrounding 
district in the summer time. Thus 
do farm and factory work together 
to mutual advantage. 


HOW TO FEED FACTORIES 


Mixed Farming Development Near Ed- 
monton Insures Plentiful Food 
Supplies 


In reviewing the annual address of 
President Cooper of the Edmontqn 
Board of Trade, the ‘‘Monetary Times” 
calls attention to the fact that Edmon- 
ton has a splendid tributary territory 
so that its factories, warehouses and 
railroads, are sure of having good 
business. 

Dealing with suggestions that more 
active efforts should be made to en- 
courage new industries to come to 
the city, Mr. Cooper sald first he would 
like to see the ninety-five factories 
and industrial enterprises already 
there, operating to full capacity and 
increasing that capacity; a practical 
suggestion. To double the output of 
existing factories is preferable to 
doubling the number of industries. 
He felt that work such as that done

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URGE FORMATION OF 
THE POSTAL LIBRARY 


PROJECT TO ESTABLISH LIBRARY 
SYSTEM THRCUGH AID OF 
POSTAL DEPARTMENT 


Address Delivered Recently Before 
the Women’s Civic Club of Leth- 
bridge, by Joseph P. Tracy, M.A., 
President of the Postal Library 
League for Canada. 

The postal library is a new idea. 
jeing an ‘nnovation ‘here are no pre- 
ecedents from Which to reckon. In pro- 
jecting it we must proceed upon sug- 
gestions, calculations and estimates. 

There are three :equirements in pro- 
jecting a library: Books, housing and 
service. Let us therefore consider 
these requirements in order as related 
to the postal library. 

f As Books. Let us assume one 

jlumeSger capita, that is as many 

‘books asrthere are men, women and 
children in the whole country, will 
be an adequate supply of books. Again 
let us assume the average cost of 
books for a desirable collection to be 
one dollar per volume. (When pur- 
chasing so many books the cost will 
probably be much Jess). The popula- 
tion of Canada is between cight and 
ten millions. On this bacis of supply 
cost and quantity ten million dollars 
would appear to be sufficient with 
which to purchase all the books re- 
quired for the postal library. 

As for Housing Facilities. It is pro- 
posed to make use of the post office. 
There are about 16,000 post offices in 
Canada. Adhering to the per capita 
ratio and for sake of convenience and 
economy the government will place in 
every pos. office as many books as 
there are people in the locality with 
a minimum of say 250 voiumes for 
the smaller offices. By this plan the 
ten million books will be at once dis- 
tributed propertionately over the 
whole country and housed at the most 
ecnvenient public place in every com- 
munity, It will be found that the post 
offices can generally receive and 
house such a supply of books without 
requiring much if any additioual 
room. In smaller places the number 
of books will be accordingly small 
and rent is cheap. In larger places 
the post offices will be found in build- 
ings owned by the government and 
wxeneraily with space available for the 
library. Hereafter, of course, the gov- 
ernment will include the postal lib- 
rary in all plans for rented offices and 
government buildings. Now let us 
allow 50c per volume as the average 
cost of installation—providing stacks, 
catalogues, etc. On this basis five mil- 
lion dollars would equip the post of- 
fices to operate the libraries. Adding 
the cost of equipment to the cost of 
the books we have a total first cost 
of only fifteen million dollars to pro- 
vide an adequate I'brary for the whole 
of Canada. This is comparatively a 
small investment for the government. 
One battleship would cost as much as 
this whole library, books and all, For 
the year 1912 the Canadian post of 
fice department operate’ at a profit 
of $1,410,000, With interest comput- 
ed at four per cent. it would require 
only $600,000 annually to support the 
investment proposed for the postal 
library. 

As for Service. The post office pro- 
vides at once the best executive in 
every community—with trained clerks 
with carriers, collectors, inspectors, 
and with a nation-wids transportation 
system covering all railways, steams- 
ships and stages. In the post office is 
presented the highest known efficien- 
cy of service. It is already adapted 
to the trafsportation, collection and 
delivery of mail, money and parcels. 
The post office can with comparative 
éase and with the least possible ex- 
pense take on the library service. It 
can house the books, deliver the books 
and collect the books at an expens2 
which will astonish for cheapness. By 
means of the post office the library 
se-vice of the whole country will be 
related, The library at each post of- 
fice would naturally be selected with 
reference to local needs. However, 
since the post office department is op- 
erating the system all libraries, large 
und small, throughout the country, 
will supplement each other. The post- 
master baving a call for any book 
which is not contained in his library, 
will draw that book from the nearest 
post office which has the volume in its 
catalogue. Working thus freely 
through the mails every book is made 
uvailable to any reader anywhere. 
The inestimable privileges of the 
large library now confined to resid- 
ents of a few large cities will be at 
onee conferred upon every resident 
of Canada, however poor, lonely or re- 
mote. 

It is interesting to contemplate the 
perfected service which the postal 
library may provide. Books may be or- 
dered by mail, delivered as mali and 
collected as mail There will be no 
more necessity of going to the library 
in order to enjoy it. The postal library 
will come to you. Instead of library 
centres in but a few cities we will 
have library extension to every home, 
office, shop, camp, school, church and 
lodge—indeed to every individual citi- 
ven who desires to read. 

The expense of this up-to-date ser- 
vice by the postal library when com- 
pleted with the other services of the 
post office will be very low. It is es- 
timated that two cents taxed on each 
loan of a book will cover the operat- 
ing cost. Such a small fee is surely 
within the reach of everyone, especial- 
ly when we consider there is no more 
loss of time or expense in going to 
and from the Hbrary. A postal library 
card costing say two cents would pay 
the fee and serve for use in ordering 
« book. Postal library cards might 
be bound in lots of 25 or 50 each and 
would make most delightful presents. 

Again, the postal library service 
ean be extended to include music ree- 
ords, lantern slides and the like which 
ut small expense, can be circulated 
io utmost parts. 

Again, with such library system the 
«4! service would include a corps of 
ey ort librarians who ‘ould be able 
\econduct researches for anyone any- 
where on any subject ai reasonable 
fees, and this service also could be 
ordered and supplied by mail. 

The Right Honorable R. L, Borden, 
brime wiinister of Canada, has an- 


nownced that the government of the 
Dominion of Canada is now consider- 
ing the suggestion. Many personal 
endorsements, petitions and resolu- 
tions favoring the idea are being sent 
to the government from al! parts of 
the country. 

The posta! library when establish- 
ed will be especially valuable to those 
living on the frontier and in rural 
communities, villages and cities 
Which do not now have library facili- 
ties. For cities already having public 
libraries the postal library will afford 
a larger and more convenient service. 
Where it is desirea the postal library 
can absorb existing public libraries 
saving further grants of public money 

nd returning to the owners the value 
of the books and equipment and con- 
verting the real estate and buildings 
fo other uses, but, of course, where 
those in control may so desire, the pre- 
sent libraries may continue. 

The postal library will make the 
acquirement of knowledge much eas- 
jer and more general and “knowledge 
is power,” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Tracy's ad- 
dress a hearty vote of thanks was ex- 
tended to him and the following reso- 
lution was enthusiastically voted: 

Whereas, the postal library as advo- 
cated by the postal library league pro- 
poses to supply the whole library need 
of all the people of every community 
in the country and that without delay 
and at minimum expense. 

It is therefore resolved by the 
Women's Civic club of Lethbridge 
that we request the early and favor- 
able consideration of the postal lib- 
rary by the government of the Domin- 
ion of Canada. 

This resolution will be forwarded to 
Prime Minister Borden and a copy 
will be sent to the National Council of 
Women requesting its suppore for the 
postal library. 


GERMANS ARRANGE FOR TOUR 


Business Men Will Make Five or Si 
Weeks’ Trip in 1915 


The minster of trade and  com- 
meree has received communications 
from Leipzig informing him that it is 
proposed to organize a German busi- 
nessman’s trip to Canada in the year 
1915, spending some five or six weeks 
in seeing different parts of Canada. 

The minister has been informed 
that great interest is veing taken by 
men prominent in financial and social 
circles in the intended visit. There 
seems little doubt at present that it 
will be a very representativ, and im- 
portant party of exploration. 

With refereence to the agricultural 
tour of South African farmers, which 
is to take place this year, fifty farm- 
ers who have been chosen by the agri- 
cultural unions of the provinces of 
the Cape, the Transvaal, Natal, Or- 
ange Free State and Rhodesia will 
make a tour in England, Scotland 
and Holland, ane then proceed to Cen- 
ada and the United States. They 
will spend a month in Canada and a 
month to six weeks in the United 
States. 


CHINA PRODUCED BIGGEST BOOK 


Encyclopaedia Placed Volume on Vol- 
ume Goes 450 Feet Hign 

Wilfred Merton is lending to the 
London Library for a few weeks, Says 
the London Times, a volume contain- 
ing two sections of the famous Chin- 
ese Encyclopaedia, which he picked 
up for a small sum in a London book 
shop. 

The volume comprises sections 19, 
865 and 19,866, and chief'y deals with 
the subject of bamboos. The “Yung- 
Lo-Ta-Tien,” or “Great Dictionary of 
Young-Lo,” comprises, as pointed out 
by Prof. Giles in the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury of April, 1901, 22,877 separate 
sections bound up into 11,100 volumes 
“each half on inch in thickness so 
that, were all the volumes laid flat 
one upon another, the column = thus 
formed would reach a Leight of 450 

et, or nearly 46 feet higher than 
the top of St, Paul's.” 

The Great Encyclopaedia of China 
easily ranks as the biggest literary 
undertaking in the world, having had 
over 2,000 scholars engaged in its 
compilation and containing a total of 
917,480 pages and 336,992,000 charac- 
ters. 


Open Windows in School Rooms 

It is a logical process of reasoning 
easily understood, that since fresh 
air has been found a boon to invalids 
and sickly children, it is quite as im- 
portapt to, supply an abundance to 
healthy children in order that they 
may retain their good health and de- 
velop as nature intends children 
should. In our day the gospel of 
fresh air and sunshine should need 
litle preaching; most of us accept it. 
But we do not always practice the 
doctrine we believe in and teach. 

Too many of our schools are over- 
heated and poorly ven slated; too 
many of Our howes. and offices are 
human drying ovens. It was found 
at the Bache school in Philadelphia 
where careful tests have been made, 
that pupils taught al through == the 
winter in rooms with the windows 
wide open, did better work, enjoyed 
better health, and as a consequence 
were more regular in attendance than 
their fellows taught in the warm air 
rooms. 


New Type of War Vessel 

The “Aurora,” a light armoured 
cruiser recently launched from a 
British shipyard, has been described 
as the smallest and fastest vessel pro- 
tected by vertical armour ever built 
for our havy. 

This vessel has a displacement of 
abour 3,700 tons, and is about 410 feet 
long. Power will be supplied by 
battery of oil-burning engines of 30,- 
000 horse power, and the maximum 
speed is estimated at 29 knots. The 
armament will be light, consisting 
probably of six or eight 6-in. guns. 

It is announced that this vessel, 
which is the first of its class, is de- 
signed for attendance cn the battle 
fleet, and that in addition to being 
adapted to scout duty it will be able 
to overhaul and cut down any de- 
stroyer afloat.

For some years the Rev. 

Le Marche has been living 300 miles 
north of the city of Battleford with 
his little band of Indians, gradually 
educating them in farming and giving 
them the best of the wLite man’s at- 
tributes. The diocese lies in the Val- 
ley of the Clearwater, where during 
the last few years many ranchers, 
with thousands of head of cattle, have 
been located. 

Down from his northern mission, 
Father Le Marche tells of almost un- 
tapped and little known mineral and 
industrial wealth. There are reported 
to be enormous beds of copper anc 
traces of iron ore are noticed in many 
places, Forests of pulp wood are but 
waiting for the hand and brain of man 
to convert them into paper. On the 
rivers, which at present afford means 
of transportation in this northern dis- 
trict, there are water powers which 
when harnessed will supply thousands 
of horse power to turn tue wheels of 
pulp and other mills and provide elec- 
ricity for the communities, which will 
rapidly spring up with the advent into 
this country of railways. 

As far back ag 1851 there was set- 
Uement in this north country, but 
largely under the dominion of the fur 
trading companies. In that year the 
Rev. Mr. Hunt, a Church of England 
missionary erected a rough church 
which he painted with a pigment of 
clay found in certain places in the 
orth, ana it is reported that the 
building su painted is still in good 
repair. 

There would appear to be deposits 
of some remarkable substance which, 
used as paint, is practically indestruc- 
tible, and withstands the weather for 
an indefinite period. It is reported 
that the Indians and trappers use this 
paint to cover theiy canoes. An Eng- 
lish syndicate is prospecting through 
this district to locate the various de- 
posits. 

It has been noticed on frequent oc- 
casions when digging cellars that the 
subsoil contained a large amount of 
rust, and some creeks north of the 
city are so heavily charged with iron 
properties as to give the water a dis- 
tinetly iron taste. . 

Engineers Who were in the north 
district last summer report that the 
country is easily accessible for rail- 
roads from North Battleford, and it is 
reported that America.. interests have 
lately been looking over the country 
with a view to securing a railway 
charter. 


CANADIAN GRAIN IN EUROPE 


Dominion Position as to British Im- 
ports Was Good for Past 
Year 

Cc. F. Just, Canadian commissioner, 
in a report received by the depart- 
ment of trade and commerce, says: 

“In whect during 1913, Canada im- 
proved her position by 60,000 tons 
over 1912 and by no less than 2,300,- 
000 tons over 1911, Although it was 
freely stated last year that Canada 
would not be able to maintain her im- 
ports with normal crops in Russia, it 
is obvious that these  anticipations 
have been falsified in the event, the 
fact being that the German milling 
trade is now s > impressed with the 
value of Canadian hard wheat for 
their purposes that they may be trust- 
ed to buy largely under any circum- 
stances, and with Germany's require- 
ments in breadstuffs growing every 
year it is believed that purchases of 
Canadian Wheat will continue on a 
progressivo scale. 

“The imports of oats from Canada 
are down, owing to a record harvest 
in Germany. The receipts of Canad- 
ian feed barley show a considerable 
improvement, the cheapness and qual- 
ity of Canadian barley having proved 
attractive despite the enormovs offer- 
ings of Russian barley,” 


CRUISER ON LAKE WINNIPEG 


New Boat for Fisheries Department to 
be Built at Once—Equipped 
With Wireless 

Preparations are being made _ for 
the construction of the new marine 
and fisheries cruiser for Lake Winni- 
peg. The plans have been accepted 
by the department and the contract 
let for the fabrication of the material, 
which will be done at Hull. 

As soon as ready the separate parts 
will be shipped to Selkirk, where the 
erecting will be done. 

This cruiser, which is the first of 
its type constructed for the depart- 
ment, is especially designed for the 
work it is to carry on, It will do 
double duty as ab inspection boat for 
the lake fisheries, and, as well, will 
handle the spawn for the hatcheries 
on the lake. The construction is of 
steel throughout. !t will probably 
have a full wireless insiallment, so 
as to be able to keep in touch with 
the shore station at The Pas, and per- 
haps with some of the stronger sta- 
tions in Winnipeg. The cost is placed 
at $165,000, 


Living Without Brain 

Before the Academy of Sciences, 
Prof. Edmond Perrie, has just cited 
the case of a man who lived a year 
with practically no brain. He was 
62 years old, and had slight visual 
trouble, but no alarming symptoms, 
neither paralysis nor convulsions. Af- 
ter he had died from a sudden attack 
of epilepsy a autopsy was held, and 
the doctors found that his brain was 
simply a thin shell. 

Dr. Perrier states that the case 
seems to disprceve the theory that 
special parts of the brain control all 
the functions of the body.

By reason of having the trriga- 
tion water, the possibilities of 
profit in alfalfa are greatly in- 
creased here.
